Mr. Kellogg has given his 
name to an anti-war treaty which 
is being signed by 59 nations and 
which nearly every one agrees is 
a fine thing insofar as it goes. * 
Mr. Kellogg, it was long ago re­ 
ported on good authority , intend­ 
ed to resign a tong time ago. But 
he would not resign under fire. 
He refused, bravely enough, to go 
into history as a mere lame duck 
appointee who had foozled things.

was Mr. Kellogg’s baby , even if 
only by adoption, and how he did 
cherish it and fight- for It!

It is even more than that. It discloses that 


parents are not alone interested in their schools, 
but also in their children, and in order to better 
the condition of their offspring, are turning to 
the schools as the agency that can get results. 


Not infrequently it has been charged that 


uie cnanging social order has resulted in parents 
neglecting then- children, that the increasing 
uemana of people-for more leisure time has re- 
sulted in more hours per day devoted to pleas- 
ure, with consequent neglect of the home life, 
and hence neglect of the children. 


If this charge be true — and in many in- 


stances it doubtless is — a virile organization of 
parents and teachers devoted to improving the 
schools indicates a change of heart. 


Many people are realizing that children have 


been neglected; that mother has spent too much 
time with her card clubs and church societies;
